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After suspension, 
Shaw plays key role 
in Game 6 victory

This time, Andrew Shaw got to celebrate on 

the ice. 

No one was more excited— or relieved— 
than Shaw when Patrick Kane scored in the 
second overtime of Game 5 of the Western 
Conference quarterfinals to give the Black- 
hawks a thrilling victory over the Blues. 

The forward watched Thursday night’s 
game in the dressing room while serving a 
one-game suspension for using a homopho- 
bic slur and was in street clothes when Kane 
scored to extend the Hawks’ season. 

Shaw was back in the lineup for Game 6 
on Saturday night at the United Center and 
played an integral part in the series-evening 
6-3 victory over the Blues. His power-play 
goal with 3 minutes, 7 seconds left in the game 
gave the Hawks some breathing room as it 
created a two-goal advantage. 

“You go out there and help contribute to 
the win and do what you can to make sure 
you’re doing all the little things right and 
helping the team on the ice,” Shaw said after- 
ward. 

He began the game on the top line with 
Jonathan Toews and Patrick Kane and fin- 
ished with 14:26 of ice time. 

“It’s probably tougher to watch than to 
play especially in a tight game like that,” Shaw 
said after sitting out Game 3. “Obviously, the 
team played great. They worked hard, they 
competed [and] they did all the things they 
needed to do to get the win.” 

That 4-3 double-overtime victory Thurs- 
day set off a raucous celebration from the 
scratched players.

“I was in the locker room with the other 
guys who weren’t playing,” Shaw said. “You’re 
sitting in there sweating, worried. It’s more 
nerve-wracking to watch the game [than] to 
be a part of it. 

“It’s a roller-coaster ride. We got up 3-1 and 
are all excited, and then they tied it. That 
overtime was rattling the nerves, but {it was} a 
lot of excitement when Kane put that one in.” 

Shaw described the days after using the 
slur directed toward officials late in Game 4 
as “tough.” 

“But that kind of stuff makes a man stron- 
ger,” he said. “You don’t forget it, and you 
learn from it.” 

In addition to the one-game suspension, 
Shaw was fined $5,000 for an obscene gesture 
to officials. 

“I accept what happened,” Shaw said. ‘Ac- 
cept the punishment and ... move forward.” 

As a restricted free agent after the season, 
Shaw said he hasn’t put much thought into 
what will happen during the summer when 
the Hawks will look to shed salary because of 
the NHEs cap. 

“Hey, live in the here and now,” he said. 
“{I’ll] let that work itself out this summer.”

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NETFLIX IS BEATING 
HBO AT BEING HBO 


FOCUS ON ORIGINAL 
PROGRAMMING IS 
PAYING OFF FOR THE 
STREAMING SERVICE

Look out, HBO. Netflix produced more origi- 
nal programming than cable’s premium-net- 
work leader last year, according to numbers 
provided by the two rivals. The Internet video 
service isn’t slowing down, either, even if it risks 
losing subscribers to price increases that will 
help pay for more exclusive shows. 

Since its push into original shows kicked off 
with the 2013 debut of “House of Cards,” Net- 
flix has hit the fast-forward button. Last year, 
it put out 450 hours of original programming, 
compared to 401 from Time Warner’s HBO. 
This year, both companies say they expect to 
release roughly 600 hours of original material. 

HBO, of course, is the network Netflix CEO 
Reed Hastings set out to emulate when his ser- 
vice began charting a course away from stream- 
ing TV reruns and previously released movies. 
Netflix head of programming Ted Sarandos 
told GQ in 2013 that Netflix’s goal was “to be- 
come HBO faster than HBO can become us.” 

With Netflix now in 190 countries, Hastings 


expects to surpass 100 million subscribers next 
year. He recently declared the company “re- 
ally excited” about the boost it expects from its 
growing library of exclusive programs. 

Amazon.com, Hulu and other services are 
scrambling to catch up with their own moves 
into original programming. Although its own 
original slate is only a quarter the size of Netf- 
lix’s, Amazon.com can boast that its shows won 
more Emmy awards last year than its rival’s. 

Netflix is counting on a vast library of origi- 
nal programming to help keep subscribers on 
board as it faces tougher competition, such as 
Amazon, which just started offering its stream- 
ing-video service for $9 a month. Amazon is 
undercutting Netflix’s $10 monthlyprice forits 
most popular video-streaming plan, as is Hulu, 
which charges $8. HBO charges $15 per month 
for a video-streaming service it launched last 
year to compete against Netflix. 

Netflix will test the loyalty of its longtime 
subscribers next month when it starts to hike 
their prices 25 percent, following a two-year 
freeze that kept rates at $8 per month. The in- 
crease will hit 17 million to 22 million U.S. sub- 
scribers, based on analyst estimates. 

Netflix ended March with $12.3 billion com- 
mitted to Internet streaming rights, nearly

double the $5.6 billion it spent at the end of 
2012. Netflix hasn’t disclosed how much of that 
spending has gone toward original series and 
exclusive movies, but the percentage has been 
steadily increasing. 

The cost of licensing and overseas expan- 
sion has whittled Netflix’s profit margins. In- 
vestors, though, are far more focused on sub- 
scriber growth. Netflix picked up an additional 
6.74 million customers in the first quarter to 


boost its worldwide audience to 81.3 million- 
up from 33 million before “House of Cards.” 
Such gains helped propel Netflix’s share price, 
which has more than quadrupled since then. 

But Netflix’s stock price dropped nearly 
8 percent in extended trading after the compa- 
ny predicted it would only add 2.5 million sub- 
scribers in the second quarter, including a gain 
of 300,000 U.S. customers. The conservative 
forecast reflected the anticipated loss of some 
longtime subscribers due to the price increase. 

Netflix lost 3 percent of its U.S. subscribers 
in 2010, when it split off its DVD-by-mail op- 
eration from its streaming business, a shift that 
hiked prices as much as 60 percent for some 
subscribers. A similar reaction to next month’s 
price increase might cost it 510,000 to 660,000 
subscribers in the second quarter. 

Analysts think a repeat is unlikely “I don’t 
think you are going to see a lot of people bail- 
ing out and running for the exits,” Rosenblatt 
Securities analyst Martin Pyykkonen said— 
largely because Netflix now has so many shows 
you can’t find anywhere else. 

HBO, however, still has a huge advantage 
over Netflix in terms of prestige. Last year, 
HBO won 43 Emmys while Netflix’s original 
programs garnered just four.
